Applicant's must provide 
matching sequences for Seq Id No: 22 in both the specification and the sequence listing as well as to verify that the other sequences 
correspond between the specification and the sequence listing. As it appears that Seq Id No: 22 sets forth the amino acid sequence of 
iiic CAB polypeptide it would be necessary for Applicants to provide the fu!! length sequence including the sequences of the 
calcineurin A and calcineurin B domains. However, because the sequences of the CnA and CnB domains have not been disclosed by 
the instant specification Applicants are warned about the inclusion of new matter when filing an amendment to the specification and a 
corresponding new sequence listing.
